The  questions  that  Psychology  of  the  Arts 
examines  are  co-extensive  with  the  fundamental  issues  of  human  psychology. 

Above  all,  the  reader  will  find  his  own  experience  of  the  arts  turning  into 
something  richer  and  broader  because  of  this  fine  volume. 

Hans  Kreitler  is  Professor  of  Psychology  and  Shulamith  Kreitler  is  As¬ 
sociate  Professor  of  Psychology  at  Tel  Aviv  University.  Authors  of  several 
books  and  many  scholarly  articles,  both  have  lectured  or  have  done  research 
in  the  United  States,  most  recently  at  Princeton,  Yale,  and  the  Educational 
Testing  Service  in  Princeton,  New  Jersey.  Both  authors  are  trained  in  the  arts: 
Hans  Kreitler  studied  literature,  musicology,  and  musical  composition,  and 
Shulamith  Kreitler  studied  painting.

In  this  realistic  and  exhaustively  documented  book,  H.  Shelton  Smith 
gives  the  first  comprehensive  account  of  the  racial  cancer  that  has  been  dev¬ 
ouring  the  vitals  of  southern  religion  ever  since  white  men  encountered 
their  black  fellowmen.  Even  today,  racism — a  new  name  for  this  old  inveterate 
disease — seriously  enfeebles  the  spiritual  life  of  the  region. 

White  churchmen  of  the  South  have  agreed  that  God  created  man  in  his- 
image,  but  few  of  them  have  ever  espoused  the  doctrine  of  black-white 
equality.  In  antebellum  times,  they  zealously  propagated  the  Hamitic  myth 
to  prove  that  God  himself  ordained  the  perpetual  subjection  of  blacks  to 
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whites.  They  furthermore  argued  that  slavery  was  God’s  plan  by  which  to 
save  the  black  man’s  soul.  Consequently,  the  clergy  purchased  and  worked 
blacks  without  qualms,  damned  abolitionists  as  infidels,  and  finally  plunged 
into  a  violent  rebellion  to  create  a  new  nation  based  upon  human  bondage. 

Despite  the  downfall  of  the  Confederacy,  most  of  them  continued  to 
defend  both  slavery  and  secession  as  long  as  they  lived.  Meanwhile,  they 
vehemently  denounced  every  effort  to  recognize  the  freedmen  as  social  and 
political  equals.  Indeed,  they  furnished  many  of  the  most  blatant  apostles  of 
black  inferiority.  As  the  author  says,  “When  the  twentieth  century  dawned, 
the  white  churchmen  of  the  South  .  .  .  were  enslaved  to  .  .  .  color  caste,  and 
there  was  little  prospect  of  their  emancipation  in  the  foreseeable  future’.’ 

Although  the  South  is  the  area  of  major  attention,  its  racial  ideology 
and  patterns  of  white  supremacy  are  explored  in  relation  to  the  racial  senti¬ 
ments  and  practices  prevailing  elsewhere  in  the  United  States.  From  this  inter¬ 
regional  perspective,  the  author  argues  that  while  racism  has  usually  been 
more  virulent  in  the  South,  it  has  never  been  a  peculiar  malady  of  southern¬ 
ers.  It  is  evident,  for  example,  that  racism  tainted  the  antislavery  movement 
in  the  free  states  as  it  did  in  the  slave  states.  It  is  likewise  clear  that  in  the 
post-Civil  War  era,  racist  sentiments  in  the  North  were  a  potent  factor  in  en¬ 
couraging  the  South  to  restrict  the  rights  of  black  Americans. 

H.  Shelton  Smith,  a  native  of  North  Carolina,  is  James  B.  Duke  Profes¬ 
sor  Emeritus  of  American  Religious  Thought,  Duke  University.  Before  coming 
to  Duke  (1931),  he  taught  at  Columbia  and  Yale  respectively.  He  is  a  for¬ 
mer  president  of  the  American  Society  of  Church  History  and  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Theological  Society.  His  books  include  Faith  and  Nurture  ( 1941 ),  Chang¬ 
ing  Conceptions  of  Original  Sin:  A  Study  in  American  Theology  Since  1750 
(1955),  American  Christianity:  An  Historical  Interpretation  with  Represen¬ 
tative  Documents,  1607-1960  (2  vols.,  1960-1963),  prepared  in  collabora¬ 
tion  with  Robert  T.  Handy  and  Lefferts  A.  Loetscher,  and  Horace  Bushnell 
(1965).  The  present  volume  grew  out  of  the  James  A.  Gray  Lectures,  deli¬ 
vered  before  Duke  Divinity  School  Convocation  in  1965.

Professor  Hubbell  suggests,  and  the  twentieth  century 
does  not  accept  the  nineteenth  century’s  ranking  of  its  important  authors. 
There  have  been  marked  changes  in  the  reputations  of  our  twentieth-century 
writers,  too.  No  ranking  of  writers  can  be  regarded  as  final;  all  are  relative. 
A  fixed  hierarchy  of  American  authors  is  an  illusion.  Looking  at  the  abun¬ 
dant  signs  of  a  literary  generation  gap  to  be  seen  in  our  high  school  and  col¬ 
lege  students,  Professor  Hubbell  indicates  that  the  1970's  are  likely  to  revise 
the  American  literary  canon  as  drastically  as  the  youthful  destroyers  of  the 
1920's  did  when  Tennyson,  Longfellow,  and  their  contemporaries  were  con¬ 
demned  as  “Puritan,”  “sentimental,”  and  “Victorian.” 

Jay  B.  Hubbell  is  Professor  Emeritus  of  English,  Duke  University. 

Among  the  many  honors  awarded  to  Professor  Hubbell  was  the  first 
Jay  B.  Hubbell  Medal  given  by  the  American  Literature  Section  of  the  Modern 
Language  Association.  Dr.  Hubbell  received  this  in  1964  for  “distinguished 
service  to  scholarship  in  the  field  of  American  literature.”

And  when  a  writer  is  using  historical  materials — as  Hawthorne  does  in  his 
best  work — we  need  to  be  able  to  distinguish  his  materials  from  his  use  of 
them.  No  writer’s  work  can  be  understood  without  some  attention  to  its 
place  in  time  and  to  the  influences  upon  it — the  most  important  of  which  are 
likely  to  be  those  of  the  time  just  preceding.” 

.  .  .  What  is  familiar  to  the  scholar  in  these  categories  is  usually  studied  with  a  fresh 
approach  producing  new  light  on  the  subject.  The  tales,  including  some  of  the 
more  obscure  ones,  are  analyzed  individually,  but  significant  conclusions  are 
drawn  regarding  Hawthorne’s  creativity  during  the  early  period  and  its  relation  to 
the  later  composition  of  the  romances.  Of  particular  value  are  discussions  of  the 
influence  of  Sir  Walter  Scott  and  William  Austin  on  Hawthorne;  his  fictional  treat¬ 
ment  of  witchcraft;  and  his  unique  method  of  storytelling  in  the  best  of  his  tales 
such  as  ‘My  kinsman.  Major  Molineux'  and  in  ‘Young  Goodman  Brown.’  This  is 
a  sound  piece  of  scholarship  and  is  highly  recommended  for  college  and  university 
libraries.

This  book  is  the  first  comprehensive  critical  study  of  LeRoi  Jones 
(Imamu  Amiri  Baraka),  the  man  and  his  literary  works.  It  provides  a  much- 
needed  understanding  of  the  content  and  techniques  of  his  writings. 

Imamu  Amiri  Baraka  must  be  considered  a  leading  American  literary 
artist — certainly  one  of  the  most  individual  and  provocative,  one  of  the  most 
versatile,  one  of  the  busiest,  and  probably  the  most  influential  in  the  current 
surge  of  black  cultural  nationalism. 

Heretofore  no  comprehensive  study  existed  of  the  literary  efforts  of  this 
man.  The  few  articles  purporting  to  examine  or  explicate  his  poetry,  for 
example,  were  superficial,  running  only  several  pages  each.  In  view  of  the 
public  attention  he  has  attracted,  relatively  little  of  a  critical  nature  has  been 
written  about  any  of  his  works.  With  the  exception  of  several  brief  sketches  or 
“profiles,”  practically  nothing  biographical  about  him  has  appeared  in  print. 
What  writing  there  was  about  him  consisted  mainly  of  isolated  articles  and  re¬ 
views  of  his  individual  works.  In  short,  critical  writing  about  Jones  and  his 
works  was  fragmentary  and  incomplete.  This  book  in  admirably  scholarly 
style  fills  the  void.

Poe  in  Northlight 

The  Scandinavian  Response  to  His  Life  and  Work 


The  first  extensive  psychological  criticism  of  Edgar  Allan  Poe  and  the 
chief  document  to  emerge  from  nineteenth-century  Scandinavia's  reading  of 
Poe  appears  for  the  first  time  in  English  translation  in  this  volume. 

Written  by  the  Swedish  poet  and  critic  Ola  Hansson,  it  testifies  to  the 
important  role  that  Poe  played  in  his  career.  Ola  Hansson’s  response  to  Poe 
is  revealed  also  in  correspondence  with  the  Swedish  dramatist  August  Strind¬ 
berg.  Strindberg’s  own  enthusiasm  for  Poe  was  generated  in  the  context  of  his 
tension-filled  friendship  with  Ola  Hansson  and  of  his  preoccupation  at  the 
time  with  the  psychic  power  play  that  he  called  the  “battle  of  brains.” 

Scandinavian  interest  in  the  life  and  work  of  the  American  writer  began 
with  the  translation  of  a  small  group  of  tales  into  Danish  in  1855.  Additional 
translations  followed,  and  writers  prominent  in  the  neoromantic,  symbolist 
movement  of  the  1890’s,  developed  an  intense  interest  in  Poe.  Like  the 
French  decadents  and  symbolists  of  this  time,  they  saw  in  Poe  a  guide  to  the 
literature  of  the  future  away  from  the  woodenly  contrived  naturalism  and 
social  protest  literature  then  in  vogue. 

Professor  Anderson  places  the  Scandinavian  reception  of  Poe’s  work  in 
the  literary  history  of  its  European  setting.  Readers  may  thereby  enlarge  their 
grasp  of  Poe’s  significance  and  understand  more  clearly  than  before  the  power¬ 
ful  impact  that  Poe  has  made  in  Europe. 

Professor  Floyd  Stovall,  former  Edgar  Allan  Poe  Professor  and  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Department  of  English  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  has  written: 
“Carl  Anderson  contributes  materially  to  Poe  scholarship,  particularly  in  show¬ 
ing  how  through  the  interpretations  and  promotions  of  Ola  Hansson  and 
August  Strindberg  Poe’s  work  is  related  not  only  to  German  Romanticism 
but  to  the  decadent  literary  period  of  the  1890’s  in  Europe.

Marguerite  de  Navarre's  Heptameron 

Themes,  Language,  and  Structure 


A  typical  figure  of  her  age,  Marguerite  de  Navarre  remains  elusive.  As 
center  of  one  of  the  most  stimulating  courts  of  sixteenth  century  France  and 
author  of  the  Heptameron,  there  is  one  assured  resemblance  which  links  her 
with  the  two  major  French  prose  writers  of  her  time,  Rabelais  and  Montaigne. 
Each  leaned  toward  several  philosophical  or  religious  points  of  view  without 
ever  totally  accepting  any  one. 

Traditionally,  criticism  of  Marguerite  de  Navarre  has  tried  and  even  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  harmonizing  her  idealism  or  spiritualism  with  what  is  vile  and 
earthly.  But  Marcel  Tetel  reveals  an  earthly  Marguerite  who  depicts  the  multi¬ 
fariousness  of  human  conduct  and  its  resulting  ambiguity.  Indeed,  she  aims  at 
disentangling  the  web  of  man’s  inherent  frailness  and  succeeds  only  in  noting 
its  relativism  and  inscrutability. 

Marguerite  de  Navarre’s  works  reflect  varying  tendencies,  written  as  they 
were  in  a  century  of  spiritual  ferment  and  exploration.  Yet  Marguerite  has  a 
mastery  of  the  craft  of  the  novella  in  which  form  and  content  are  fused.  A 
distinctive  figurative  language  of  love  and  deceit  emerges  from  the  Hepta¬ 
meron.  Its  global  structure,  developed  in  the  prologue  and  in  the  thematic 
linking  from  one  novella  to  another,  further  demonstrates  Marguerite’s  ambi¬ 
valence  and  bears  witness  to  a  careful  composition  and  design.  Quite  by 
themselves,  these  metaphoric  and  structural  fusions  of  form  and  content  suf¬ 
fice  to  elevate  the  novellas  from  mere  rhetoric  to  accomplished  literature. 

Professor  Tetel’s  book  is  something  new  in  the  search  for  the  true  origi¬ 
nality  of  Marguerite.

Medieval  Aspects  of 
Renaissance  Learning 

Three  Essays 


This  book  consists  of  three  essays,  two  of  which  have  not  previously 
appeared  in  English.  All  of  them  have  been  revised  and  brought  up  to  date. 
Without  the  intention  of  challenging  conventional  or  current  notions  of  the 
Renaissance,  the  essays  call  attention  to  significant  features  that  the  period 
inherits  and  transforms  from  the  Middle  Ages  according  to  its  own  style. 

The  first  essay  argues  that  the  literary  use  of  scholastic  and  humanistic 
Latin  and  of  the  vernacular  reflects  not  so  much  a  basic  attitude  in  the  auth¬ 
ors  using  these  languages  but  rather  different  layers  of  the  reading  public  that 
the  writers  wanted  to  address.  The  essay  on  Thomism  tries  to  show  that  this 
medieval  school  of  philosophy  and  theology  exercised  a  significant,  though 
by  no  means  predominant  influence  during  the  Renaissance  period.  The  essay 
draws  on  a  number  of  texts  and  documents  and  emphasizes  especially  two 
interesting  works  that  had  been  previously  unknown:  an  invective  against 
Thomism  by  the  Blessed  Baptista  of  Mantua  of  the  Carmelite  order,  and  a 
critique  of  the  Platonist  Ficino  by  the  Thomist  Vincenzo  Bandello.  The  third 
essay  shows  that  while  the  learning  of  the  Renaissance  was  on  the  whole  more 
secular  than  that  of  the  Middle  Ages,  the  religious  orders  had  a  much  stronger 
share  in  this  learning  than  is  usually  realized.  The  essay  is  followed  by  an  ap¬ 
pendix  which  cites  many  little-known  authors  and  their  writings  and  refers  to 
many  rare  bibliographical  sources  and  to  manuscripts;  this  appendix  immen¬ 
sely  increases  the  value  of  the  book  as  a  reference  tool. 

Students  of  the  Middle  Ages  and  of  the  Renaissance  should  find  the 
essays  useful  in  clarifying  their  general  ideas  and  in  adding  fresh  information 
otherwise  not  easily  available.

Industrial  Sterilization,  edited  by  G.  Briggs  Phillips  and  William  S.  Mil¬ 
ler,  provides  a  late  1972,  up-to-date  and  useful  “state  of  the  art”  volume 
on  the  production,  regulation,  and  use  of  sterile  medical  materials.  Although 
not  all  sterilization  methods  are  included,  the  subjects  selected  and  treated 
are  considered  to  be  among  those  of  the  greatest  interest  to  those  concerned 
with  (1  )  the  industrial  sterilization  and  delivery  of  medical  devices,  (2)  the 
control  and  regulation  of  these  processes,  and  (3)  the  use  of  these  products 
in  providing  medical  care. 

Pre-prepared  medicinals  and  devices  and  the  use  of  disposables  have 
revolutionized  the  practice  of  medicine.  The  responsibility  for  sterilization 
has  shifted  largely  from  the  users  of  medical  materials  to  the  manufacturers 
who  sell  and  distribute  them.  Concomitantly,  government  bodies  are  meeting 
the  need  to  set  standards  and  to  regulate  the  manufacture  and  distribution 
of  sterile  medical  materials.  Health  care  practitioners,  on  their  part,  have  as¬ 
sumed  a  responsibility  not  only  to  transmit  criteria  and  requirements  for  these 
materials  and  devices  to  the  manufacturers,  but  also  to  employ  these  items  in 
an  effective  and  correct  manner.  This  triad — industrial  firms,  regulatory  agen¬ 
cies,  and  the  user  community — working  in  cooperation  assures  that  sterile 
products  at  the  moment  of  their  use  will  remain  sterile  and  safe  for  the  ulti¬ 
mate  beneficiary,  the  medical  patient. 

Presented  in  this  volume  are  aspects  of  both  classical  and  recent  meth¬ 
ods  of  achieving  sterility,  including  heat,  radiation,  ethylene  oxide,  and  formal¬ 
dehyde.  Newer  concepts  for  sterilization,  such  as  the  combination  of  heat  with 
radiation  and  the  use  of  formaldehyde-liberating  substances  in  carrier  mater¬ 
ials,  are  also  presented. 

An  important  part  of  this  book  includes  the  research  and  developments 
reported  by  the  United  States  Aerospace  Program.  Sections  are  also  devoted 
to  the  effects  of  sterilization  on  certain  items  being  sterilized.  Although  this 
volume  is  not  a  comprehensive  handbook  of  regulatory  requirements  and 
government  guidelines,  the  views  of  regulatory  representatives  from  several 
countries  provide  the  reader  with  an  insight  to  the  thinking  of  various  govern¬ 
ments  on  regulatory  matters. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  the  users  of  sterile  medical  materials,  the 
book  includes  important  information  on  how  sterile  goods  should  be  handled 
in  the  hospital  and  how  hospitals  can  be  designed  and  organized  to  insure 
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sterile  procedures.  Helpful  information  for  industry  concerning  hospital  re¬ 
quirements  for  such  materials  is  presented. 

Well-illustrated  with  many  diagrams  and  photographs,  this  book  is  a 
valuable  reference  to  all  involved  in  sterile  medical  materials  in  the  health 
care  field.

The  evolution  of  the  Duke  Medical  Center  is  described  against  the  back¬ 
drop  of  the  medical  poverty  of  the  rural  South;  the  standards  of  medical  educa¬ 
tion  set  by  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  School  of  Medicine;  James  B.  Duke’s 
philanthropy;  and  the  Great  Depression  of  the  1930’s.  The  Duke  University 
School  of  Medicine  and  Hospital,  in  cooperation  with  The  Duke  Endowment, 
transformed  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  Carolinas  from  a  decentralized 
cottage  industry  into  a  modern,  integrated  network  of  health  care  facilities. 
The  process  of  modernization,  largely  accomplished  within  the  professional 
lifetime  of  the  originating  faculty  of  the  School  of  Medicine,  made  the  Caro- 
linas’  experience  a  forerunner  of  national  medical  development  and  conferred 
upon  the  Duke  University  School  of  Medicine  and  Hospital  the  status  of  a 
national  medical  center. 

This  book  is  the  first  of  two  projected  volumes  intended  for  medical 
educators  and  practitioners  concerned  with  the  changing  forms  of  medical 
education  and  delivery  of  health  care  in  the  United  States.  The  present  volume 
also  affords  fascinating  glimpses  of  the  social  history  of  Durham,  North 
Carolina.  The  dislocations  caused  at  Duke  by  World  War  II  and  major  changes 
in  national  medical  objectives,  supporting  agencies,  and  educational  patterns, 
which  followed  it,  make  1941  the  most  logical  date  at  which  to  end  the  present 
volume.

Foreign  Policy 

Trends  in  rank-and-file  opinion,  1 937-1969 

Until  this  study,  there  has  been  no  serious  research  on  the  effects  of 
official  statements  of  major  American  religious  institutions  on  the  thinking 
of  their  respective  members  and  the  implications  of  such  thinking  for  the 
foreign-policy  making  process. 

Alfred  O.  Hero,  Jr.,  has  made  extensive  secondary  analyses  of  surveys 
conducted  by  Gallup,  Roper,  the  National  Opinion  Research  Center,  and  the 
Survey  Research  Center  and  has  interviewed  over  a  hundred  and  fifty  religious 
leaders,  federal  executive  officials,  congressmen,  and  other  participant-ob¬ 
servers.  Comparisons  are  drawn  of  the  reactions  of  Catholics,  Protestants, 
and  Jews  to  international  issues  on  which  their  church  leaders  have  made  pub¬ 
lic  pronouncements.  Varying  views  of  members  of  the  major  Protestant 
denominations  are  discussed,  as  well  as  the  international  thinking  of  regular 
and  infrequent  churchgoers.  Responses  of  churchmen  of  liberal  theological 
orientation  are  compared  with  those  of  more  conservative  religious  convic¬ 
tions,  those  of  clergy  with  laymen,  well-to-do  and  college  educated  with 
economically  and  educationally  underprivileged,  black  Protestants  with  white 
Protestants,  Catholic  ethnic  groups  with  one  another,  Southern  whites  with 
Northern  whites  of  the  same  faith,  and  rural  with  urban  and  suburban  church¬ 
men.  Interconnections  of  the  attitudes  of  these  diverse  religious  groups  with 
the  views  of  their  religious  leaders  and  with  foreign-policy  making  in  Wash¬ 
ington  are  examined.  The  result  is  a  major  source  book  on  the  behavior  of 
religious  groups  toward  U.S.  foreign  policy  since  the  interwar  period.

Mallet  du  Pan  (1749-1800) 


A  Career  in  Political  Journalism 

Mallet  du  Pan,  “citizen  of  Geneva,”  was  one  of  the  most  notable  pub¬ 
licists  of  the  Counter-Revolution.  His  political  thinking  evolved  in  close  re¬ 
lationship  to  political  developments  in  Geneva,  France,  and  Europe  as  a 
whole  from  1770  to  1800.  His  counter-revolutionary  views  were  formed  well 
before  the  French  Revolution  of  1789.  Professor  Acomb  analyzes  Mallet’s 
ideas  on  the  Enlightenment  and  shows  how,  beginning  with  Mallet's  career 
in  Geneva  as  a  protege^and  disciple  of  Voltaire,  he  became,  to  a  considerable 
degree,  an  anti-philosophe  well  before  the  French  Revolution. 

The  author  follows  Mallet's  progress  as  a  professional  journalist  and  his 
relations  with  other  journalists,  especially  Linguet  and  Brissot,  and  with  the 
publishers  Osterwald  and  Panckoucke.  His  problems  with  government  cen¬ 
sorship  and,  after  1789,  with  popular  interference  are  discussed,  as  are  his 
working  methods  and  the  style  and  quality  of  his  work  as  a  journalist  and 
contemporary  historian,  including  his  work  as  intelligence  analyst  for  the 
coalition  government  after  1793. 

Mallet  du  Pan  should  be  of  interest  to  students  of  the  Enlightenment, 
the  history  of  the  last  decade  of  the  Ancien  Regime,  the  French  Revolution 
and  Counter-Revolution,  and  to  specialists  in  the  history  of  journalism  and 
publishing.

The  New  Political  Economy  of 
J.  S.  Mill 


John  Stuart  Mill  should  have  reached  the  first  rank  of  economic  theorists. 
He  was  endowed  with  an  original  and  analytical  mind  and  provided  by  his 
father  with  an  extraordinary  education,  including  a  thorough  grounding  in  eco¬ 
nomics.  In  this  first  full-scale  study  of  Mill,  Pedro  Schwartz  examines  why 
Mill  failed,  and  discusses  the  true  nature  and  merit  of  Mill’s  contribution  to 
economic  theory. 

Professor  Schwartz  attempts  first  of  all  to  destroy  the  image  of  Mill  as 
an  eclectic  thinker  wholly  lacking  in  originality.  He  demonstrates  that  while 
Mill  was  fully  acquainted  with  the  intellectual  currents  of  his  time,  he  remained 
faithful  to  the  tradition  of  his  masters,  and  within  that  tradition  made  a  consi¬ 
derable  number  of  contributions  to  economic  analysis.  Professor  Schwartz 
suggests  that  Mill's  failure  to  go  beyond  this  and  establish  himself  as  a  truly 
great  economist  of  the  stature  of  Smith,  Ricardo,  and  Malthus,  can  be  partly 
explained  by  his  psychological  makeup  and  the  influence  exerted  upon  him 
by  his  father  and  his  wife.  But  the  more  important  explanation  is  probably  the 
sheer  ambition  of  his  aim  to  transform  economics  from  “the  dismal  science” 
to  a  humane  one. 

The  problems  that  exercised  Mill  are  those  that  concern  political  eco¬ 
nomists  today,  and  his  defense  of  an  individualistic  society  and  a  self-govern¬ 
ing  economy  deserves  the  detailed  study  this  book  provides. 

Pedro  Schwartz  holds  a  B.L.L.  from  Madrid  University  and  a  Ph.D. 
from  London  University.  He  is  Professor  of  the  History  of  Economic  Doc¬ 
trines  at  Madrid  University,  and  head  of  the  Economic  History  Department  of 
the  Bank  of  Spain.

The  Refunding  of  International  Debt 


Henry  J.  Bittermann  writes:  “This  study  of  debt  refunding  is  confined  to 
the  forms  of  debt  relief  given  to  less  developed  countries.  The  debt  problems 
related  to  the  liquidity  issue  and  capital  movements  of  industrialized  countries 
with  heavy  foreign  obligations  such  as  the  United  Kingdom,  Japan,  and 
Canada,  will  be  regarded  as  a  separable  issue. 

“The  term  ‘refunding’  is  used  here  as  the  most  general  term  applying  to  the 
debt  relief  operations.  The  specific  arrangements  made  may  take  a  variety  of 
forms  ....  The  second  part  of  this  study  deals  with  the  actual  refundings 
which  have  taken  place  in  recent  times.  The  earlier  part  deals  with  some 
general  problems  which  have  resulted  in  refundings,  since  these  conditions  are 
applicable  in  part  to  the  countries  which  have  thus  far  not  sought  debt  relief, 
though  probably  to  a  lesser  degree  than  to  the  countries  which  have.” 

The  book  includes  sixteen  case  studies  of  particular  countries  and  their 
debt  histories  and  prospects,  analysis  and  evaluation  of  various  methods  by 
which  debt  crises  may  be  coped  with,  both  in  the  short  and  long  runs,  and 
a  discussion  of  some  implications  for  the  future  of  international  financial  and 
development  policies.  Dr.  Bittermann's  discussion  will  be  of  interest  to  stu¬ 
dents  of  international  affairs,  as  well  as  of  development  economics.

Monetary  Policy  and  the  Federal  Funds 
Market 


The  first  intensive  econometric  investigation  of  the  behavior  of  the 
Federal  funds  market,  this  book  skillfully  and  imaginatively  contributes  to  an 
understanding  of  the  way  this  market  operates. 

Professor  Boughton  in  his  book  approaches  his  subject  in  two  ways: 
through  the  construction  of  a  theoretical  model  of  the  market  mechanism, 
which  is  seen  to  be  part  of  a  broader  market  for  borrowed  reserves  on  the 
one  hand  and  part  of  a  market  for  secondary  reserve  investments  on  the  other; 
and  through  the  use  of  an  econometric  model  of  the  macroeconomic  functions 
to  which  the  Federal  funds  market  may  be  related.  He  also  employs  computer 
simulation  of  the  macro-model  to  test  the  validity  of  this  hypothesis. 

Two  principal  conclusions  emerge  in  the  book:  first,  that  monetary 
policy  is  indeed  enhanced  by  the  behavior  of  the  Federal  funds  market,  at 
least  when  policy  decisions  are  effected  through  the  use  of  open-market  opera¬ 
tions.  Second,  that  the  Federal  funds  market  fulfills  an  important  function  in 
the  economy.  Important  to  the  commercial  banker,  it  has  been  entrenched 
in  many  banks  as  a  primary  means  of  adjusting  to  disequilibria  in  reserve 
positions.  Important  to  the  economist,  it  provides,  in  the  form  of  the  interest 
rates  prevailing  in  this  market,  a  visible  indicator  of  the  general  condition  of 
short-run  credit  markets  and  therefore  of  the  current  posture  of  Federal  Re¬ 
serve  policy.

A  Study  of  British  Jurisdictional  Imperialism  in  the  Late 
Nineteenth  Century 

Professor  Johnston  writes  in  the  preface:  “This  book  is  an  administrative 
and  legal  history  concerned  with  the  relationship  between  theory,  in  particular 
legal  theory,  and  practice  in  the  decision-making  process  of  two  British  gov¬ 
ernment  departments  in  the  late  nineteenth  century.  The  departments  were 
the  Colonial  Office  and  the  Foreign  Office  and  the  problem  they  faced  was 
how  to  extend  informal  imperial  control.  So  it  is  necessary  to  examine  the 
relations  between  British  colonial  policymakers  in  London  (and  sometimes 
on  the  spot)  and  their  legal  advisers.  As  it  happened,  this  was  a  time  when 
legal  theory  was  evolving  with  respect  to  the  nature  of  a  protectorate  and  the 
use  of  foreign  jurisdiction  in  uncivilized  or  semi-civilized  areas.  This  work  is 
also  partly  a  history  of  the  development  from  the  point  of  view  of  international 
law  of  the  system  of  foreign  jurisdiction.  The  evidence  for  this  evolution  arises 
from  the  spread  of  informal  British  imperial  control  into  Africa  and  the  Pacific 
in  the  late  nineteenth  century.  And  since  these  two  areas  were  the  scene  of  in¬ 
creasing  international  competition  it  has  been  necessary  to  give  some  (al¬ 
though  only  brief)  attention  to  European  legal  concepts  and  diplomatic  ar¬ 
rangements  as  to  the  extension  of  empire.”

The  Rise  of  the  Labor  Movement  in 
Ceylon 


An  important  gap  in  the  modern  history  of  Ceylon  is  filled  with  this  book, 
the  first  study  made  of  the  rise  of  Ceylon's  labor  movement.  The  relationships 
among  the  Buddhist  religious  revival,  growing  nationalism,  and  a  strengthen¬ 
ing  labor  movement  form  the  basic  structure  for  the  author’s  analysis. 

These  three  movements  are  placed  in  the  historical  background  of  time 
and  place.  Ceylon  from  1880  to  1933  was  undergoing  economic  transforma¬ 
tion.  Indian  nationalism,  the  Russo-Japanese  war,  and  British  liberal  and  So¬ 
cialist  thought  all  had  great  impact  on  social  and  political  ideas  and  behavior 
in  Ceylon.  Strikes  had  far-reaching  political  effects  during  the  fifty  years  dis¬ 
cussed  in  this  book,  and  the  author  provides  a  new  assessment  of  known  and 
formerly  unknown  trade-union  leaders  who  now  receive  their  proper  place  in 
Ceylon’s  history. 

In  writing  this  book,  Professor  Jayawardena  had  access  to  original 
source  material  in  the  Ceylon  National  Archives  and  government  departments 
in  Ceylon  and  to  unpublished  official  documents  in  London.  She  also  talked 
to  many  people  actively  involved  in  the  political  and  trade-union  movements 
of  the  period.  The  result  is  an  important  addition  to  study  of  the  process  of 
modernization  in  developing  countries;  in  particular,  the  book  includes  mater¬ 
ial  essential  for  an  understanding  of  contemporary  Ceylon.

George  III  and  Lord  Bute 

The  Leicester  House  Years 


It  is  in  the  petty  and  vindictive  atmosphere  of  Leicester  House,  the 
scene  of  George  Ill's  youth,  that  the  bases  for  that  monarch’s  reign  are  to  be 
found.  For  it  was  during  the  period  from  1755  to  1760  at  Leicester  House, 
while  Prince  George  was  completely  devoted  to  Lord  Bute,  that  the  future 
king  was  transformed  from  an  indolent  and  “backward"  young  man,  totally 
uninterested  in  matters  of  state,  into  a  self-righteous  zealot,  convinced  that 
corruption  and  moral  decay  were  destroying  England  and  that  it  was  his  duty 
to  save  his  country.  George’s  transformation  was  rooted  in  the  discontent 
and  bitterness  common  to  all  Hanoverian  heirs  to  the  throne,  but  it  was  in¬ 
tensified  by  the  frustrations  suffered  by  him  and  by  Bute. 

Based  on  extensive  research  in  manuscript  sources,  Professor  McKel- 
vey's  book  represents  the  first  systematic  attempt  to  study  the  Leicester  House 
milieu  in  the  1750’s  and  to  relate  that  situation  to  George  Ill’s  ideas  and 
prejudices  at  the  time  of  his  accession.  The  faction  attached  to  the  heir  ap¬ 
parent  played  a  major  role  in  the  tumultuous  politics  of  the  Seven  Years’  War; 
and  the  relationships  between  Leicester  House,  the  Government  of  George  II, 
and  the  dominant  politicians  of  the  period  ( Pitt,  Newcastle  and  Fox,  among 
others)  provide  the  background  for  this  book.

How  the  New  Testament  makes  use  of  the  Old — a  vital  subject  for  Bib¬ 
lical  scholars — is  the  central  focus  of  this  collection  of  essays  compiled  in 
honor  of  William  Franklin  Stinespring,  an  authority  in  the  field  of  Biblical 
literature.  Major  New  Testament  authors  bring  their  own  insights  to  the  al¬ 
ready  developed  Jewish  and  Christian  patterns  of  usage  with  which  they  work. 

Moody  Smith’s  opening  essay,  a  survey  of  recent  research  on  the  use  of 
scriptures  in  the  primitive  Christian  church,  attempts  to  outline  basic  factors, 
among  them  the  state  of  the  Old  Testament  text  and  canon  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Christian  era.  The  Qumran  scrolls  and  other  recent  manuscript  discoveries 
have  added  a  great  deal  of  new  data  to  that  previously  available  to  scholars, 
and  interest  in  late  Jewish  midrashic  techniques  are  an  appropriate  background 
to  understanding  the  use  of  the  scriptures  by  the  early  Christians. 

Investigations  of  the  books  and  traditions  of  the  New  Testament  have 
revealed  rich  and  varied  pictures  of  the  appropriation  of  scripture  in  early 
Christianity,  a  picture  which  reflects  the  church’s  Jewish  background.  Al¬ 
though  an  emerging  picture  of  the  use  of  the  Old  Testament  in  the  new  is  a 
reality,  many  unresolved  issues  and  unanswered  questions  remain.  The  essays 
in  this  book  provide  different  aspects  of  this  shifting  scholarly  work.  Among 
the  contributors  are  W.  D.  Davies,  Hugh  Anderson,  Marvin  H.  Pope,  John 
Strugnell,  and  William  H.  Brownlee. 

William  Franklin  Stinespring,  Professor  of  Religion  at  the  Duke  Uni¬ 
versity  Divinity  School  from  1936  through  1971,  is  known  best  as  a  major 
philologist,  a  teacher,  and  translator  of  significent  studies  from  modern 
Hebrew.  On  the  occasion  of  his  retirement,  leading  scholars  of  many  special¬ 
ties  have  contributed  important  essays  to  this  volume.

One  of  Clarence  Gohdes’s  continuing  interests  has  been  periodical  pub¬ 
lishing,  and  it  is,  therefore,  appropriate  for  this  volume  to  concern  itself  with 
this  subject.  Nine  of  the  twelve  contributions  gathered  here  deal  with  periodi¬ 
cal  publishing  in  one  way  or  another,  and  together  they  make  a  significant 
study  of  this  important  topic.  They  cover  more  than  a  century  of  magazine 
history  and  examine  the  subject  from  several  viewpoints — from  the  angle  of 
editors  and  contributors,  from  the  standpoint  of  social  mores  and  public  taste, 
and  from  perspectives  of  art  and  economics.  Because  periodicals  always  have 
played  a  more  important  role  in  the  cultural  life  of  America  than  in  other  na¬ 
tions,  a  study  of  magazine  publishing  in  the  United  States  has  unusual  rele¬ 
vance  for  the  study  of  our  civilization. 

Clarence  Gohdes,  James  B.  Duke  Professor  Emeritus  of  English  at  Duke 
University,  has  been  a  leader  in  the  growth  of  American  literature  as  a  field 
of  study.  His  Bibliographical  Guide  to  the  Study  of  the  Literature  of  the 
U.S.A.  and  other  compilations  have  provided  some  of  the  most  useful  tools 
available  for  the  study  of  American  literature.  But  perhaps  most  important 
were  his  more  than  three  decades  as  managing  editor  and  then  editor  of 
American  Literature,  a  journal  which  from  its  beginning  has  been  the  chief 
organ  for  the  publication  of  American  literary  scholarship.

The  Last  Crusade 

The  Church  of  England  in  the  First  World  War 

The  First  World  War,  the  “Great  War  for  Civilization,”  touched  every 
aspect  of  the  lives  of  the  societies  that  waged  it.  Among  the  most  significant 
aspects  involved  was  religion,  the  great  institutionalized  churches  of  the  West 
doing  their  utmost  to  further  the  cause  of  their  host  countries. 

The  purpose  of  this  book,  based  for  the  most  part  on  contemporary 
sermons,  pastoral  letters,  and  the  religious  press,  is  to  examine  in  detail  the 
implications  of  the  foregoing  statement  for  the  Church  of  England.  This  in¬ 
volves  many  issues.  Before  discussing  the  war  itself,  the  book  analyzes  the 
position  of  the  church  in  late  nineteenth  and  early  twentieth  century  English 
society.  It  depicts  a  unique  institution,  a  legally  established  state  church,  in 
retreat — in  terms  of  number  of  clergy,  ability  to  attract  the  laity,  and  general 
influence — in  the  face  of  “modernity,”  all  of  which  help  determine  its  attitude 
toward  the  war. 

After  examining  the  church’s  reactions  to  the  outbreak  of  war,  which 
were  not  significantly  different  from  those  of  other  English  institutions,  it  sets 
about  its  main  task,  that  of  examining  not  only  what  have  usually  been  con¬ 
sidered  the  proper  functions  of  a  religious  institution  in  time  of  war — the 
relief  of  suffering  and  spiritual  consolation — but  the  role  of  organized  religion 
as  an  ideological  interpreter  of  conflict  and  mobilizer  of  public  opinion  and 
energies  for  its  prosecution.  Particular  attention  is  devoted  to  the  evolution  in 
response  to  the  pressures  of  modern  machine  warfare,  “total  war,”  of  certain 
ideas:  the  transformation  of  the  traditional  concept  of  the  just  war  for  limited 
objectives  into  the  idea  that  England  was  fighting  a  holy  crusade  against  the 
Devil  incarnate  in  Germany;  the  resulting  attitude  toward  peace,  notably  the 
idea  of  a  fight  to  the  finish  followed  by  a  harsh  dictated  settlement;  and  how 
in  the  minds  of  churchmen  and  a  large  segment  of  the  public,  certain  accepted 
ideas  about  what  might  rightly  be  done  in  warfare  (e.g.  the  weapons  employed 
— gas,  the  submarine,  etc. — civilian  immunity  from  attack,  reprisals)  broke 
down.  The  result  in  terms  of  the  emotions  released,  the  lives  blighted,  and  the 
further  undermining  of  the  church’s  position,  were  tragic.  Similarities  between 
the  issues  concerning  the  Church  of  England  at  this  time  and  the  American 
agony  over  Vietnam  come  readily  to  mind.

In  a  brilliant 
manner,  Couch  reviews  the  treatment  offered  by  our  great  encyclopedias  for 
topics  that,  properly  presented,  might  make  a  generation  of  plain  citizens  wise. 

In  Couch’s  view,  the  only  institution  that  can  provide  general  education 
for  America  is  the  Encyclopedia.  That  is  why  he  suggests  a  new,  thoroughly 
principled  encyclopedia  to  be  compiled  so  as  to  reach  all  readers  with  the 
true  foundations  of  general  education.  This  proposal,  developed  in  his  final 
chapters,  for  attacking  the  wholesale  ignorance  at  all  levels  of  our  society,  is 
sure  to  find  a  welcome  among  an  educated  public  which  even  in  these  days 
exists  and  has  serious  defenders. 

William  T.  Couch  has  a  deep  and  intimate  knowledge  of  encyclopedias. 
He  was  charged  for  many  years  with  maintaining  Collier’s  and  started  this  part 
of  his  career  in  touch  with  the  Britannica  in  Chicago,  where  under  Robert 
Maynard  Hutchins,  he  headed  the  University  of  Chicago  Press.  Earlier  still, 
he  served  as  head  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  Press  in  the  years  that 
marked  its  rise  to  the  position  it  still  holds  in  the  world  of  publishing.  At 
Chicago  he  observed  the  important  experiments  taking  place  in  general  edu¬ 
cation  there.  His  book  is  the  result  of  a  lifetime  of  intimate  knowledge  and 
active  thought  about  the  problem  of  making  education  serve  the  general 
welfare.
